To  Become  US  Citizens 


State  Says  METCO 
Must  Attract  More 
Asians  and  Hispanics 

The  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Education  has  informed  METCO  Inc. 
that  it  expects  the  organization  to  in¬ 
crease  its  enrollment  of  Asian  and 
Hispanic  students  in  the  1995-1996 
school  year  "to  reflect  the  proportionate 
enrollment  of  Black,  Hispanic  and 
Asian  students  in  the  Boston  Public 
Schools." 

In  an  Oct.  31  letter  to  METCO  direc¬ 
tor  Jean  McGuire,  Dan  French  of  the 
state  Department  of  Education  said  "the 
service  provider  has  the  responsibility  to 
move  toward  placement"  of  more  Asians 
and  Hispanics  in  the  program.  "It  is  the 
Department’s  expectation  that  during 
FY  95,  METCO,  Inc.  will  adopt  recruit¬ 
ing  strategies  that  lead  toward  a  propor¬ 
tionate  waiting  list,"  the  letter  also 
states. 

The  absence  of  a  significant  number 
of  Asian  students  in  the  METCO  pro¬ 
gram  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  Dr. 
Robert  Antonucci,  the  state’s  commis¬ 
sioner  of  Education,  in  May  1993.  At 
the  time,  former  Boston  School  Com¬ 
mittee  member  Robert  Guen  informed 
the  commissioner  that  METCO  was  a 
program  meant  to  serve  all  minorities 
and  that  little  effort  was  being  made  to 
attract  Asian  American  students. 

When  Guen  brought  the  matter  to 
the  attention  of  the  state  in  1993,  he  said 
that  95  percent  of  the  students  enrolled 
in  the  program  were  African-American, 
even  though  other  minorities  make  up 
more  than  30  percent  of  the  enrollment 
in  the  Boston  public  schools. 

The  state-supported  METCO  pro¬ 
gram  is  meant  to  give  minority  public 
school  students  from  the  city  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  broaden  their  educational  ex¬ 
perience  by  studying  in  suburban 
schools.  It  was  also  meant  to  broaden 
the  experience  of  suburban  students  by 
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Council  Election 
Set  for  Nov.  27 

Voters  can  look  forward  to  competi¬ 
tive  races  in  all  but  one  candidate 
category  in  this  month’s  Chinatown 
Neighborhood  Council  election.  The 
election  will  be  held  on  Sunday,  Nov.  27, 
from  9  AM.  to  5  P.M.  at  the  Shawmut 
Bank  at  the  comer  of  Beach  Street  and 
Harrison  Avenue  in  Chinatown. 

Persons  eligible  to  vote  in  the  elec¬ 
tion  include  any  Asian  residing  in  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  16  years  of  age  or  older,  and 
non- Asian  residents  of  Chinatown,  with 
address  verification. 

Adding  interest  to  this  year’s  election 
is  the  fact  that  a  number  of  people  on  the 
board  of  the  Asian  American  Civic  As¬ 
sociation  (AACA)  are  seeking  seats  on 
the  21-member  Council. 

The  12  candidates  in  this  year’s 
Council  election  will  run  in  one  of  five 
categories,  depending  on  their  position 
in  the  Asian  community.  All  except  one 
candidate  will  be  seeking  a  three-year 
term. 
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When  more  than  1500  people 
gathered  at  the  Hynes  Memorial 
Auditorium  in  Boston  last  week  to  be 
sworn  in  as  US  citizens,  a  substantial 
number  of  them  were  Asians. 

"I  think  we’re  seeing  more  and  more 
people  who  want  to  become  citizens," 
says  Chau-ming  Lee,  the  executive 
director  of  the  Asian  American  Civic 
Association  (AACA),  who  notes  that 
Asians  make  up  a  significant  number  of 
new  US  citizens.. 

"The  reason  why  most  Asians  want  to 
become  citizens  is  to  get  their  family 
here,"  says  Lee,  explaining  that  the  Im¬ 
migration  and  Naturalization  Service’s 
(INS)  decision  to  require  permanent 
residents  to  reapply  for  a  new  green  card 
has  led  many  to  seek  citizenship  in¬ 
stead.. 

Within  the  Asian  community,  AACA 
has  been  providing  a  range  of  services  to 
help  make  the  citizenship  process  less 
traumatic  for  immigrants,  many  of 
whom  fear  they  will  be  unable  to  pass  the 
citizenship  test  because  of  their  limited 
English  speaking  ability. 

To  help  prepare  people  for  the  test, 
AACA  has  been  offering  members  of 


the  community  a  two-week  Citizenship 
Prep  class  and  a  14-week  Citizenship 
and  Democracy  Education  Project.  In 
the  latter  course,  students  are  tutored  in 
American  history  and  taught  the  ins  and 
outs  of  the  American  political  system. 
They  learn  about  voting  and  are  taken 
on  field  trips  to  government  offices.  The 
course  emphasizes  the  impact  that 
voting  can  have  on  issues  of  concern  to 
new  citizens,  immigrants,  and  others  in 
the  Asian  community.  "I  think  it’s  an 
important  step  for  the  empowerment  of 
the  community,"  said  Lee. 

To  apply  for  naturalization,  ap¬ 
plicants  must  reside  in  the  country  for 
three  to  five  years,  depending  on  their 
status.  After  completing  an  INS  applica¬ 
tion,  applicants  can  choose  to  either 
take  a  written  test  or  have  an  interview 
with  an  INS  official.  In  the  interview, 
which  is  also  meant  to  test  a  person’s 
English-speaking  ability,  applicants  are 
quizzed  on  American  history  and  the 
American  political  system. 

The  written  test  has  been  created  by 
the  Educational  Testing  Service  and  can 
be  taken  monthly  at  AACA  Athough

It’s  a  country  with  the  world’s  fastest 
growing  economy,  the  world’s  largest 
population,  a  sophisticated  culture,  and 
a  long  history.  In  business  and  academic 
communities  across  America,  China  is 
starting  to  turn  heads. 

"This  year  the  business  world  is  very 
interested  in  China,"  says  Chao  Yang 
Zhang,  MIT’s  new  liaison  to  the 
People’s  Republic  of  China.  In  July, 
Zhang  travelled  to  China  with  MIT 
Provost  Mark  S.  Wrighton  to  explore 
the  possibility  of  setting  up  a  satellite 
branch  of  the  university  there.  In  the 
course  of  their  trip,  they  visited  Qinghua 
University  and  met  with  government 
and  university  officials. 

"The  provost  felt  we  should  set  up  a 
mechanism  to  collaborate  with  China," 
says  Zhang,  a  native  of  China  who 
received  a  Ph.D.  in  Physics  from  MIT. 
Part  of  the  impetus  to  develop  ties  with 
China  comes  from  the  university’s  cur¬ 
rent  president,  Charles  Vest,  who 
"wants  to  internationalize  more"  and 
"take  a  lead  role"  in  the  global  world  of 
the  coming  century  -  a  world  in  which 
China  is  bound  to  play  an  important 
role. 

According  to  Zhang,  MIT  is  inter¬ 
ested  in  developing  a  number  of  projects 
in  China.  One  option  would  be  to  set  up 
a  collaborative  effort  to  address  China’s 
environmental  concerns.  The  rapid  in¬ 
dustrialization  of  China  is  creating 
serious  air  pollution  problems  in  the 
country’s  urban  areas,  says  Zhang,  who 
suggests  that  China’s  interest  in  catch¬ 
ing  up  with  the  rest  of  the  world  may 
distract  it  from  environmental  issues. 

MIT,  for  example,  would  like  to  help 
China  find  ways  to  reduce  the  amount  of 
coal  being  burned  in  the  country  and 
replace  it  with  cleaner  forms  of  energy, 
such  as  hydro,  solar  and  nuclear  power. 
The  exchange  would  also  help  China 
focus  more  attention  on  urban  planning 
and  develop  a  joint  environmental 
workshop  in  Beijing  in  which  MIT  scien¬ 
tists  and  Massachusetts  environmental 
engineers  would  work  on  environmen¬ 
tal  problems  with  Chinese  officials. 

MIT’s  Sloan  School  of  Management 
already  has  a  special  degree  program  in 
China,  says  Zhang,  who  explains  that 
MIT  is  exploring  the  possibility  of  set¬ 
ting  up  a  collaborative  program  involv¬ 
ing  the  university’s  School  of  Urban 
Planning  and  Architecture  and  Qinghua 
University  in  Beijing.  MIT  is  also  plan¬ 
ning  to  set  up  a  program  -  similar  to  one 
the  university  already  has  in  Japan  -  in 
which  MIT  students  would  study  in 
China. 
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the  agency  has  250  slots  a  month  for  the 
test,  "we  still  have  a  backlog,"  said  Lee, 
who  notes  that  most  of  the  people  being 
tested  at  AACA  have  been  Asian, 
though  other  groups  have  also  started  to 
take  the  test  there. 

To  encourage  more  permanent  resi¬ 
dents  to  become  citizens,  the  INS 
several  years  ago  initiated  its  New 
Citizens  Project/ETS,  which  is  meant  to 
make  the  naturalization  process  quicker 
and  easier.  As  part  of  the  program, 
people  who  have  been  residents  of  the 
US  for  more  than  10  years  and  are  60  or 
older,  and  people  who  have  resided  here 
for  15  years  and  are  55  or  older,  are  not 
required  to  take  an  English  test,  said 
Lee. 

While  the  new  system  is  meant  to 
make  the  process  less  stressful  for  im¬ 
migrants,  some  Asian  applicants  who 
have  passed  the  written  test  have  com¬ 
plained  about  their  treatment  in  follow¬ 
up  interviews  at  the  INS’s  Portland 
Street  office.  The  interview  is  meant  to 
review  the  person’s  application  to  make 
sure  it’s  correct,  but  some  people  have 
been  asked  questions  already  covered  by 
the  written  test,  said  Lee. 

"We  have  found  out  later  that  some 
people  have  been  asked  about  history  or 
politics"  during  the  interview,  he  ex¬ 
plained. 

Some  Asians  have  also  complained 
that  immigration  officials  treat  them 
harshly  if  they  have  difficulty  speaking 
English.  "A  lot  of  Chinese  and  Viet¬ 
namese  -  their  English  is  very  limited," 
says  Lee.  "When  they  go  to  the  interview 
they  become  so  nervous." 

"I  feel  that  the  officers  should  be 
more  sensitive,"  he  said,  noting  that 
Asians  tend  to  feel  uneasy  in  govern¬ 
ment  offices  and  that  harsh  treatment  by 
officials  exacerbates  the  problem. 

But  while  the  earlier  stages  of  the 
process  can  often  be  trying  for  the 
citizenship  applicants,  the  final  stage  - 
last  week’s  swearing  in  ceremony  in 
which  each  applicant  received  a 
naturalization  certificate  -  is  a  more  fes¬ 
tive  occasion. 

In  last  week’s  ceremony,  each  of  the 
applicants  -  who  came  from  more  than 
100  countries  -  swore  an  oath  of  al¬ 
legiance  before  Judge  Reginald  C. 
Lindsay  of  the  US  District  Court.  Judge 
Lindsay  welcomed  the  new  citizens  with 
an  impressive  speech  on  the  sacrifices 
and  responsibilities  of  citizenship,  while 
Northeastern  University  law  student 
Van  Truong  Le,  whose  family  fled  Viet¬ 


nam  in  1975,  told  the  new  citizens  of  his 
own  journey  to  America. 

Judge  Lindsay  told  them  that  they 
should  continue  to  value  their  cultural 
roots,  but  urged  them  also  to  be  open  to 
the  diversity  of  cultures  that  surround 
them.  He  said  they  only  had  to  look  at 
the  people  seated  with  them  in  the 
auditorium  to  realize  the  diverse  back¬ 
grounds  from  which  the  American 
people  are  drawn. 

Judge  Lindsay  noted  that  while 
America  is  one  of  the  world’s  richest  and 
most  powerful  countries,  "it  is  not  the 
center  of  the  world."  He  urged  the  new 
citizens  to  vote  in  elections  and  work  to 
ensure  America  doesn’t  abuse  its  power. 
It  was  their  responsibility,  he  said,  to 
ensure  that  America  "retains  a  healthy 
sense  of  humility,  generosity  and  decen¬ 
cy-"  -Robert  O’Malley

figures,  240,252  people  nationwide  were 
j  naturalized  in  Fiscal  Year  1992,  includ- 
i  ing  121,965  Asians  (which  includes 
j  people  from  the  Middle  East  and  South 
i  Asia),  30,781  Europeans,  9,628 
Africans,  56,710  North  Americans,  and 
19,982  South  Americans.

Zhang  suggests  that  China’s  future 
will  only  get  brighter.  A  country  with  a 
5,000-year  history,  China  over  time  has 
had  its  ups  and  downs.  It  missed  the 
Renaissance  in  Europe  and  the  In¬ 
dustrial  Revolution  and  has  been  "left 
behind  for  the  past  100  years,"  says 
Zhang.  But  China  has  had  a  highly 
developed  culture  that  has  always  em¬ 
phasized  education  and  the  will  to  suc¬ 
ceed.  With  the  recent  boom  in  the 
Chinese  economy,  Westerners  are 
beginning  to  take  notice  of  China’s 
sophisticated  culture.  -R.O.

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"MIT  sees  Qinghua  as  a  gateway  to 
China,"  says  Zhang,  adding  that  the 
President  of  Qinghua  University  was 
scheduled  to  visit  MIT  this  fall. 

Zhang  says  MIT  is  seeking  to  become 
a  more  international  university  largely 
because  of  its  own  sense  of  purpose. 
"MIT  has  such  a  strong  sense  of  mis¬ 
sion,"  he  says.  "It  always  thinks  of  itself 
as  a  forward-looking  place." 

Zhang  suggests  that  a  collaboration 
between  MIT  and  a  Chinese  institution 
would  be  a  compatible  one.  Chinese  cul¬ 
ture,  for  example,  "always  respects 
learning"  and  "MIT  has  such  a  big  name 
in  science  and  technology." 

The  Chinese  "like  to  deal  with  people 
with  a  lot  of  knowledge,"  he  says,  and 
science  and  technology  are  especially 
important  to  China  at  this  point  in  its 
development.  "So  they  look  to  MIT  for 
new  technology  and  new  ideas,"  he  adds. 

When  the  MIT  delegation  recently 
visited  China,  they  were  well  received  by 
Chinese  officials  and  MIT’s  extensive 


allowing  them  to  study  with  non-white 
students. 

In  a  Nov.  11  press  conference  at  1738 
Washington  Street  in  the  South  End, 
Guen  and  other  members  of  the  Asian 
community,  as  well  as  Antonio  Molina, 
former  chairman  of  the  Bilingual 
Master  Parents  Advisory  Council,  who 
was  representing  the  Hispanic  com¬ 
munity,  voiced  their  support  of  the 
state’s  decision  to  pressure  METCO  to 
increase  its  enrollment  of  Asians  and 
Hispanics.

Two  Men  Abducted  on  Beach  Street 


Two  men  were  abducted  and 
a  number  of  people  robbed  by 
three  men  who  entered  several 
apartments  at  49  Beach  Street 
in  the  early  morning  of  Nov.  9. 

Police  responded  to  the 
Chinatown  apartment  building 
at  3:25  A.M.,  believing  that  a 
robbery  had  taken  place.  When 
they  arrived  at  the  scene  they 
made  a  forced  entry  into  apart¬ 
ment  35,  believing  that  some¬ 
one  had  been  shot.  Once  inside, 
police  found  two  males,  Cai 
Zon  Yi  and  an  unknown  male, 
tied  up. 

Witnesses  told  police  that 
three  Asian  males  with  drawn 
handguns  had  entered  the 
apartment  and  bound  the  two 
men  at  the  mouth  and  hands 
with  duct  tape.  The  victims  were 
too  hysterical  to  convey  much 
information  to  the  police  and 
declined  to  discuss  in  detail 
what  had  happened  or  who  lives 
in  the  two  apartments,  accord¬ 
ing  to  police. 

Police  believe  the  three  men 
entered  apartment  37  with 
drawn  handguns  after  leaving 
apartment  35.  They  say  one  of 
the  intruders  pointed  a  gun  at 


the  head  of  Lam  Pak  Tong,  who 
along  with  others  was  forced 
into  the  back  room  and  tied  up 
with  duct  tape.  The  apartment 
was  then  ransacked  and  money 
and  jewelry  were  taken  from 
victims,  who  were  identified  as 
Yong  De  Liam,  Wang  Qing 
Hang,  Yong  Jun  Kiu,  Zhenwen 
Yu,  and  Lan  Pak  Tong.  As 
much  as  $3,000  in  U.S.  currency 
and  jewelry  was  taken. 

One  woman  at  the  scene  said 
the  three  men  took  her  hus¬ 
band,  Lian  Can  Zou,  and  his  j 
cousin,  who  was  unidentified,  to 
a  waiting  1989  red  Dodge  bear¬ 
ing  New  York  plates,  D1753L. 
The  car,  which  was  operated  by 
a  fourth  male  suspect,  fled  from 
the  area.  One  suspect  was 
described  as  being  about  21 
years  old,  5  feet  five  inches  tall, 
wearing  a  black  leather  jacket 
and  jeans;  a  second  was  thought 
to  be  about  18  years  old,  5  feet 
7  inches  tall  and  wearing  a  yel¬ 
low  suit.  Police  did  not  provide 
descriptions  of  the  other  two 
suspects. 

One  law  enforcement  offi¬ 
cial  said  this  week  that  people 
familiar  with  the  events  believe

ducted  for  failure  to  pay  a  debt 
owed  for  being  smuggled  into 
the  US.  The  abductors  are 
reportedly  seeking  $30,000  in 
return  for  the  release  of  the  vic¬ 
tims.  "This  is  one  of  the  strong 
theories,"  said  one  law  enforce¬ 
ment  official. 

Another  rumor  in 
Chinatown  suggests  the  inci¬ 
dent  does  not  involve  the  smug¬ 
gling  of  undocumented  people 
but  may  be  the  result  of  other 
illegal  activity.  The  incident  is 
still  under  investigation,  police 
said  on  Tuesday. 

One  member  of  the 
Chinatown  community  said  the 
building  in  which  the  incident 
occurred  tends  to  be  a  residence 
for  people  in  transition. 

Chau-ming  Lee,  executive 
director  of  the  Asian  American 
Civic  Association,  said  this 
week  that  more  undocumented 
people  appear  to  be  showing  up 
at  AACA 

"Many  of  them  have  come  in 
and  asked  about  the  Chinese 


Student  Protection  Act,"  which 
provides  permanent  residence 
to  Chinese  students  and  others 
who  were  residing  in  the  US 
around  the  time  of  the  1989 
Tiananmen  Square  demonstra¬ 
tions.  "At  this  center  we  have 
seen  more  and  more  undocu¬ 
mented  aliens." 

"I  think  Boston  Chinatown  is 
seeing  an  increasing  number  of 
undocumented  aliens,"  added 
Lee,  who  suggested  that  un¬ 
documented  people  came  from 
various  parts  of  China  and 
Taiwan.  He  noted  that  people 
who  settle  in  a  particular  area 
generally  have  friends  and  rela¬ 
tive  there.  He  suggested  that 
some  may  arrive  in  the  New 
York  area  and  then  make  their 
way  to  the  Boston  area  and 
other  parts  of  New  England. 

In  another  Chinatown  inci¬ 
dent,  Wu  Fang  Chen,  a  woman 
employed  at  the  South  Cove 
Community  Health  Center,  was 
stabbed  by  an  assailant  as  she 


was  leaving  the  Health  Center 
on  Oct.  27. 

The  assailant,  who  was 
described  as  an  Asian  male,  fled 
on  foot  from  the  scene.  The  in¬ 
cident  occurred  at  2:31  P.M.  at 
885  Washington  Street.  Police 
say  they  have  a  suspect  in  the 
incident.  A  South  Cove  staff 
member  said  the  suspect  had 
been  a  Health  Center  patient. 

The  victim  was  initially 
treated  for  a  stab  wound  to  the 
abdomen  by  a  doctor  at  the 
South  Cove  Community  Health 
Center.  She  was  later 
transported  to  Boston  City 
Hospital  in  critical  condition. 
She  is  recovering  at  home,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Health  Center  offi¬ 
cials. 

A  number  of  people  in  the 
community  expressed  concern 
over  what  one  person  charac¬ 
terized  as  a  slow  police 
response  to  the  incident.

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A  Program  for  Parents  and  Children 


It’s  late  afternoon  at  the 
Chinese  Catholic  Pastoral  Cen¬ 
ter  in  Chinatown,  and  Lolly 
Robinson,  the  illustrator  of 
"Mama  Bear,"  a  children’s  book 
authored  by  local  writer  Chyng 
Feng  Sun,  is  explaining  to 
parents  and  children  the  steps 
involved  in  creating  the  book. 

Meant  to  involve  parents  in 
their  children’s  learning  and  in¬ 
spire  them  to  read,  the  event  is 
one  of  the  monthly  workshops 
of  the  Asian  Family  Literacy 
Project,  a  program  at  the  Asian 
American  Civic  Association 
(AACA).  The  November 
workshop  also  served  as  an  oc¬ 
casion  to  celebrate  National 
Family  Literacy  Day,  which  is 
set  aside  annually  to  focus  at¬ 
tention  on  parental  involve¬ 
ment  in  the  education  of 
children. 

Funded  by  a  federal  Com¬ 
munity  Development  Block 
Grant,  the  family  literacy 
project  is  for  low-income  Asian 
immigrant  families  residing  in 
Boston.  Thirty  families  and  36 
children  are  currently  enrolled 
in  the  program,  which  is  now  in 
its  third  year.  Every  week, 
parents  attend  three  two-hour 
English  as  a  Second  Language 
(ESL)  classes,  and  once  a 
month  both  parents  and

children  attend  a  workshop 
together.  The  program  is 
divided  into  two  units:  one  for 
parents  and  children  ages  3  to  5, 
and  a  second  for  parents  and 
children  ages  6  to  10. 

The  adults  in  the  program 
are  largely  women  and  include' 
single  mothers,  garment 
workers,  hotel  housekeepers, 
and  factory  workers.  "Most  of 


them  are  not  working,"  says  Lisa 
Garrone,  the  program’s  instruc¬ 
tor  and  coordinator.  "It  turns 
out  the  majority  of  families  are 
Chinese,  though  we  do  have  a 
couple  of  Vietnamese,"  says 
Garrone. 

The  classes  take  place  at  the 
International  Ladies  Garment 
Workers  Union  (ILGWU) 
AFL-CIO  office  in  Chinatown, 


while  the  workshops  are  held  at 
the  Chinese  Catholic  Pastoral 
Center. 

The  program  is  meant  to  im¬ 
prove  the  English  skills  of  the 
parents  as  well  as  involve  them 
in  their  children’s  learning.  The 
ESL  classes  also  involve  discus¬ 
sion  of  parenting  issues,  such  as 
nutrition,  child  care,  and  bilin¬ 
gual  education,  among  other 
topics,  says  Garrone. 

Another  goal  of  the  program 
is  to  help  immigrant  parents 
adapt  to  this  country.  "We  try  to 
disperse  a  lot  of  cultural  infor¬ 
mation  about  the  American 
school  system,"  says  Garrone. 
Parents,  for  example,  are  con¬ 
cerned  about  such  issues  as  the 
pros  and  cons  of  bilingual 
education  and  a  perceived  lack 
of  discipline  in  the  American 
school  system,  she  explains.  The 
parents  believe  that  the 
Chinese  school  system  places 
greater  emphasis  on  student 
discipline  and  respect  for 
teachers  than  the  American  sys¬ 
tem. 

"Parents  think  there’s  so 
much  freedom  in  the  school," 
says  Garrone,  who  adds  that 
they  are  also  concerned  about 
their  children  watching  too

much  television  and  potential 
communication  problems  that 
may  develop  as  the  children 
adapt  to  American  culture. 
Some  times  children  may  ex¬ 
perience  a  "conflict  between 
home  culture  and  school  cul¬ 
ture,"  which  the  program  tries 
to  address,  she  says. 

While  the  parents  want  their 
children  to  learn  Chinese  and 
remain  close  to  Chinese  cul¬ 
ture,  the  children  may  some¬ 
times  develop  negative  feelings 
toward  their  family’s  culture.  At 
the  same  time,  the  children’s 
knowledge  of  English  begins  to 
outpace  their  parents,’  making 
communication  more  difficult 

"The  children  assimilate  at  a 
much  faster  rate  than  their 
parents,"  says  Garrone,  adding 
that  the  program  tries  "to  help 
them  to  recognize  their  value  in 
their  children’s  learning." 

The  program  also  makes  use 
of  a  WGBH  television  program 
on  reading  ("Reading  Rainbow” 
series)  in  which  the  books  read 
on  TV  are  also  made  available 
for  students  in  the  classroom.  A 
major  goal,  says  Garrone  "is  to 
get  kids  excited  about  reading" 
and  to  "bring  literature  to  life  so 
they’ll  be  motivated  to  read." 

Garrone  notes  that  one 
obstacle  to  parent  involvement 
in  the  program  is  lack  of  child 
care.  Many  mothers  would  like 
to  be  in  the  program  but  do  not 

have  anyone  to  care  for  their 
children  while  they  are  in  class. 
Some  actually  bring  their 
children  to  class,  but  this  too 
can  make  learning  more  dif¬ 
ficult. 

Garrone  said  the  AACA 
board  will  be  looking  into  pos¬ 
sible  child  care  options  for 
people  who  face  such  problems.

Views  of  China’s  Ethnic  Minorities 


By  Doris  Chu 

For  Westerners  accustomed 
to  thinking  of  Chinese  painting 
in  terms  of  ink  and  watercolor 
painting,  the  collection  of  fine 
oil  paintings  by  Qian  Dexiang 
and  other  Hunan  artists  cur¬ 
rently  on  display  at  the  Chinese 
Culture  Institute  may  come  as  a 
surprise.  In  form,  they  are  like 
Western  paintings,  but  their 
subject  matter  is  distinctly  and 
uniquely  Chinese. 

The  history  of  oil  painting  in 
China  goes  back  nearly  100 
years,  but  because  of  resistance 
to  change  from  traditional  art 
forms,  war  and  political 
upheaval,  oil  painting  has  only 
begun  to  blossom  in  the  period 
of  relative  freedom  since  the 
end  of  the  Cultural  Revolution 
in  1976.  In  recent  decades 
China  has  produced  many  out¬ 
standing  oil  painters.  Some  of 
them  are  well-known  to 
Western  collectors,  but  most, 
particularly  those  younger 
painters  trained  in  the  last  20 
years,  remain  relatively  un¬

known.  This  situation  is  chang¬ 
ing  rapidly,  however,  and  many 
artists  are  now  finding  avid 
buyers  in  the  Far  East  -  Hong 
Kong,  Taiwan,  Singapore  and 
Malaysia. 

There  is  great  activity  in  the 
Chinese  art  world  today,  with 


artists  producing  every  form  of 
art,  including  abstract  and  pop 
art,  much  of  it  indistinguishable 
from  Western  forms.  However, 
the  works  in  this  show  are  un¬ 
questionably  Chinese,  and  they 
are  immediately  accessible  to 
the  average  viewer.  They  depict, 


for  the  most  part,  common 
people  and  situations  far  away 
from  the  hustle  and  bustle  of 
the  big  cities. 

The  primary  exhibitor,  Qian 
Dexiang,  focuses  on  the  ethnic 
minority  nationalities,  a 
favorite  subject  of  many 
Chinese  artists,  with  their 
colorful  and  exotic  dress  and 
distinctive  customs  and  ways  of 
life.  Some  of  his  works  are 
humorous,  for  example,  the 
Rockwellesque  "Matchmaker," 
and  "Father  and  Son."  Qian 
presents  his  subjects  -  the  Miao, 
Dong  and  Yao  minority 
peoples  -  against  a  neutral  back¬ 
ground  to  emphasize  their  dress 
and  activities. 

"I  like  a  style  of  painting  that 
is  not  limited  by  the  subject, 
whose  composition  has  har¬ 
mony  and  is  neat,  simple  and 
succinct,"  says  Qian.  "I  have 
devoted  myself  to  the  study  of 
the  classical  works  of  world  art, 
particularly  the  early  Renais¬ 
sance,  and  I  try  to  display  in  my 
own  drawing  space  a  style  that  is

Directed  by  Ron  Jenkins,  the 
evening’s  performers  will  in¬ 
clude  Tai  Chi  Master  Bow  Sim 
Mark,  I  Nyoman  Catra,  Desak 
Made  Swartilaksmi,  Chaio  Bin 
Chang,  Gusti  Ngurah  Windia, 
and  the  Gamelan  Galak  Tika. 
Also  appearing  will  be  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Performing  Arts 
Salon. 

The  night’s  performance  will 
feature  "The  Story  of  Wang 
Zhaojun"  told  in  music,  dance 
and  martial  arts,  and  "The  Story 
of  Chalonarang"  with  Balinese 
Barong  and  Rangda. 

Wang  Zhaojun  was  a  cour¬ 
tesan  in  the  palace  of  Han  Yuan 
Di  (an  emperor  of  the  Han 
Dynasty),  some  2,000  years  ago 
in  China.  She  was  long  un¬ 
noticed  because  she  was  too 
upright  to  bribe  the  court 
painter.  From  the  collection  of 
these  portraits,  the  emperor 
could  not  tell  that  there  was 
such  a  beauty  right  in  his  own 
palace. 

For  some  time,  the  Han  had 
been  at  war  with  the  Xiongnu 
tribe  (the  Huns)  from  the  north 
and  the  people  suffered  great 
hardship.  Han  Yuan  Di  ordered 


Wang  to  be  married  off  to 
"Chanyu,"  the  Xiongnu  king 
who  had  asked  for  the  hand  of  a 
Chinese  maiden.  This  was  the 
policy  of  "appeasement  through 
marriage." 

Responsible  for  carrying  out 
this  policy,  Wang  Zhaojun  un¬ 
dertook  the  long,  difficult  jour¬ 
ney,  braving  the  elements  on 
the  frontier  to  marry  the  king  of 
a  foreign  people.  She  felt  lonely 
and  often  missed  her  friends 
and  relatives  at  home.  Never¬ 
theless,  she  brought  goodwill, 
as  well  as  her  arts  and  talents,  to 
this  foreign  land,  and  helped  to 
dissolve  the  age-old  conflict  be¬ 
tween  the  two  peoples.  The  war 
finally  came  to  an  end,  and  there 
was  peace  at  the  border. 

Much  literary  work  had  been 
created  praising  Wang’s  con¬ 
tributions,  while  empathizing 
with  her  plights  and  sacrifice. 
She  is  counted  among  the  "Four 
Beauties"  of  China  -  women 
who  played  important  roles  in 
critical  times  in  Chinese  his¬ 
tory. 

This  new  production  is  an  at¬ 
tempt  to  tell  the  traditional 
story  using  music,  dance  and  the 
techniques  of  Chinese  Wushu. 
Tickets  for  the  performance  are 
$15,  $12,  $10,  and  $8  for  stu¬ 
dents.  The  Emerson  Majestic 
Theater  is  at  219  Tremont  St.  in 
the  Theatre  District. 


simple,  solemn  and  quiet.  I  ex¬ 
tract  nurture  from  western  art 
in  terms  of  compositional  mode 
and  space  dynamics,  but  I  never 
forget  that  my  works  should 
contain  the  intrinsic  Chinese 
spirit  and  cultural  interests." 

Qian  was  bom  in  1950  and 
grew  up  in  Western  Hunan  near 
the  border  with  Guizhou,  where 
he  became  familiar  with  the  life 
and  customs  of  the  Miao  and 
Dong  minority  peoples.  After 
studying  painting  at  Hunan 
Normal  University  in  Changsha 
(1974-1977)  and  at  the 
Guangzhou  Fine  Arts  Institute 
(1979-1981),  he  returned  to 
Hunan  Normal,  where  he  is 
now  head  of  the  oil  painting 
division  in  the  Department  of 
Fine  Arts.  Qian’s  works  have 
won  awards  in  many  exhibitions 
within  China  and  have  been 
purchased  by  collectors  in 
Taiwan,  Hong  Kong  and  the 
United  States. 

Other  artists  whose  works 
are  on  display  in  the  exhibit  in¬ 
clude  Yang  Zhijian  and  Qu 
Xiangjian,  Qian’s  colleagues  at 
Hunan  Normal  University. 
Yang’s  works  are  reminiscent  of 
the  Dutch  Masters  -  Vermeer 
and  Rembrandt  -  in  their  fine 
detail,  deep  colors  and  use  of 
light.  His  "Witness  of  a  Cham¬ 
pionship"  was  purchased  for 
permanent  display  at  the  Inter- 
national  Olympic  Games 
Museum. 

Qu’s  subjects  are  wide-rang¬ 
ing,  from  the  large  (66"x39"), 
ebullient  "Lively  New  Year," 
depicting  a  New  Year’s  celebra¬ 
tion  in  a  Hunan  mountain  vil¬ 
lage,  to  the  allegorical  "Red 
Sister-in-law."  Both  Yang  and 
Qu  have  been  collected  in  the 
United  States  and  the  Far  East; 
Qu’s  "Drum  King"  was  recently 
selected  for  inclusion  in  the  per¬ 
manent  collection  of  the  Inter¬ 
national  Art  and  Literature 
Gallery  in  Beijing. 

The  current  exhibition  at  the 
Chinese  Culture  Institute, 
which  runs  through  Jan.  6, 1995, 
offers  for  the  first  time  in  the 
Boston  area  a  glimpse  of  the 
"renaissance"  in  oil  painting  in 
China  today.

Coalition  Seeks  Details  of  Agreement 


Chinatown  did  the  impos¬ 
sible.  Eighteen  months  of  meet- 
ings,  petitions,  letters, 
postcards,  hearings,  and  rallies 
paid  off.  In  an  economic  and 
political  atmosphere  in  which 
business  needs  come  first,  we 
convinced  New  England  Medi¬ 
cal  Center  (NEMC)  to  move 
the  455-car  parking  garage  and 
won  a  renewed  commitment 
from  Mayor  Menino  to  main¬ 
tain  Parcel  C  for  community 
use. 

It  was  the  persistent,  broad- 
based  community  opposition  to 
the  garage  proposal  that  led  to 
this  victory.  If  you  signed  a  peti¬ 
tion,  came  to  a  meeting,  wrote  a 
letter,  held  a  picket  sign,  or 
voted  against  the  garage,  then 
you  helped  our  community 
stand  up  and  be  heard.  Thanks 
especially  are  due  to  all  the  resi¬ 
dents  from  Oak  Street,  Johnny 


Court,  Tai  Tung  Village,  and 
Quincy  Towers  who  were  the 
backbone  of  Coalition  meetings 
and  organizing  efforts  for  the 
past  18  months. 

The  Coalition  will  sponsor  a 
community  celebration  on 
Tuesday,  Nov.  29  at  6:30  P.M.  in 
the  Quincy  School  Cafeteria. 
The  celebration  will  include  a 
community  speakout,  musical 
performances,  and  a  light  din¬ 
ner.  Tickets  will  be  on  sale  for 
Si  at  the  Quincy  School  Com¬ 
munity  Council,  Quincy  Towers 
management  office,  Chinese 
Progressive  Association,  Asian 
American  Resource 

Workshop,  and  South  Cove 
Community  Health  Center. 
Mayor  Menino  and  the  Chinese 
Consolidated  Benevolent  As¬ 
sociation  (CCBA),  who  were 
invited  to  the  Oct.  25  press  con¬ 
ference,  have  also  been  invited 


to  the  celebration. 

What  is  the  content  of  the 
Parcel  C  agreement?  According 
to  the  Mayor’s  press  release, 
NEMC  withdrew  its  455-car 
parking  garage  proposal  for 
Parcel  C  in  favor  of  expanding 
its  existing  Tremont  Street 
garage.  Parcel  C  will  be 
developed  for  residential  use 
through  an  agreement  between 
the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  (BRA)  and  the 
CCBA  prohibiting  any  institu¬ 
tional  use  of  the  site.  A  Request 
For  Proposal  (RFP)  for 
development  of  Parcel  C  will  be 
issued  within  60  days  of  the 
decision.  A  seven-member 
trust,  to  be  appointed  by  the 
CCBA,  will  receive  a  $20,000 
grant  from  NEMC  to  respond 
to  the  City’s  RFP.  If  NEMC 
receives  approval  of  its 
Tremont  Street  garage,  it  will 


provide  a  community  benefit  of 
$750,000  which  "could  be  used 
as  a  downpayment  for  the  Par¬ 
cel  C  site." 

Since  the  Coalition  to 
Protect  Parcel  C  still  has  not 
seen  the  actual  terms  of  the 
agreement,  many  questions 
remain.  Will  the  community 
need  to  buy  Parcel  C  at  market 
rate,  and  when  will  we  see  the 
deed?  What  about  the  com¬ 
munity  center?  Can  NEMC 
return  in  another  six  years  with 
a  new  garage  proposal?  If  only 
one  organization  signs  the 
"community"  agreement  with 
the  City,  then  NEMC  need  only 
convince  that  one 
organization’s  future  leader¬ 
ship  for  the  agreement  to  be 
void.  The  community  needs  a 
stronger  guarantee  than  an 
agreement  with  one  organiza¬ 
tion;  Parcel  C  was  also 
promised  to  Chinatown  in  1988. 

Immediately  after  the 
Mayor’s  announcement,  Coali¬ 
tion  representatives  met 
separately  with  Nancy  Lo  of  the 
Mayor’s  Office  and  the  CCBA, 
and  proposed  that  the  Coalition 
or  a  designated  organization  be 
an  equal  party  to  any  agreement 
between  the  City  and  the  com¬ 
munity  on  use  of  the  Parcel  C 
site  and  enjoy  equal  veto  power 
over  development  of  the  site. 
Secondly,  we  proposed  that  the 
Coalition  be  empowered  to 
select  three  members  of  the 
seven-member  trust  which  will 
seek  to  develop  Parcel  C.  Final¬ 
ly,  the  Coalition  emphasized 
that  any  garage  proposals  must 


be  subject  to  a  full  community 
and  environmental  review 
process,  and  that  until  further 
information  is  available,  the 
Coalition  cannot  predict  its 
position  on  the  Tremont  Street 
garage. 

The  Coalition’s  first  meeting 
with  the  Mayor’s  staff  came 
after  a  year  of  unreturned 
phone  calls  and  ten  written  re¬ 
quests  for  a  meeting.  Since  that 
one  meeting  with  Nancy  Lo  on 
Oct.  25,  daily  phone  calls  to  the 
Mayor’s  office  have  again  gone 
unanswered.  Therefore,  the 
Coalition  has  written  to  the 
Mayor  and  the  BRA  to  request 
a  copy  of  the  "community" 
agreement  with  the  City  and  has 
filed  a  Freedom  of  Information 
Act  request,  a  federal  provision 
under  which  public  documents 
must  be  made  available  to  the 
public. 

In  the  past  year  and  a  half, 
community  leaders  have  some¬ 
times  disagreed  about  how  to 
work  for  the  best  interests  of 
Chinatown  regarding  Parcel  C 
Now  we  have  the  chance  to 
work  together  and  build  some¬ 
thing  for  the  community  on  Par¬ 
cel  C.  The  future  of  Chinatown 
is  at  stake.  We  need  to  share 
information,  seek  broader 
input,  and  work  together  to  en¬ 
sure  the  successful  develop¬ 
ment  of  Parcel  C.

Goes  to  China 

US  Senator  John  Kerry  will 
lead  a  business  delegation  form 
Massachusetts  to  China  and 
India  next  month  to  tap  over¬ 
seas  technology  markets. 

"My  goal,  first  and  foremost, 
is  to  advance  business  deals  that 
will  create  jobs  in  Mas¬ 
sachusetts,"  said  Kerry.  The 
delegation  will  be  made  up 
mostly  of  firms  in  the  fields  of 
energy  and  environmental  tech¬ 
nology,  telecommunications 


and  related  computer  tech¬ 
nologies.

In  China,  the  group  will  hold 
meetings  with  the  Chinese  Min¬ 
istry  of  Electronics  Industry  and 
the  national  Environmental 
Protection  Agency.

Royal  East 

The  Authentic  Cantonese  &  Szechuan  Cuisines 


by  Chia-chin  Wu 

T here  is  a  saying:  “Eat  in  Canton,” 
which  points  out  the  special  and  unique  status  of 
Cantonese  cuisine  among  the  various  kinds  of 
Chinese  cuisine.  Although  not  all  of  us  have  the 
chance  to  go  to  Canton  in  China,  never  mind, 
here  in  Boston,  we  can  go  to  Royal  East  to  enjoy 
the  authentic  Cantonese  cuisine. 

Located  in  Cambridge,  Royal  East  has 
nine  years’  history.  Classic  but  not  flamboyant 
decoration  is  quite  different  from  the  typical 
Cantonese  restaurants  which  are  always  full  of 
noise.  The  atmosphere  here  is  quiet  and  cozy. 
The  owner,  Otto  Y.  Chang,  told  me  that  “Royal 
East  is  not  in  Chinatown;  usually,  our  customers 
come  here  because  of  their  friends’  references. 
The  fancy  or  luxurious  setting  is  not  what  they 
are  looking  for;  they  are  here  for  the  authentic 
Cantonese  cuisine.” 

“What  is  Cantonese  cuisine?” 

He  pointed  out  that  the  most  important 
thing  is  the  freshness.  All  ingredients  must  be 
fresh,  not  like  the  cuisine  in  North  China  which 
usually  uses  heavy  sauce.  The  smell  of  sauce  cov 
ers  the  flavor  of  the  food,  so  the  freshness  of 
ingredients  is  not  the  first  consideration. 

However,  Cantonese  cuisine  stresses  the  flavor  of

the  food  itself.  Then  I  asked  “but  why  there  are 
still  various  kinds  of  sauce  used  in  the  meal?” 

“Basically,  sauce  is  also  a  very  important 
part  of  Cantonese  cuisine.  Food  and  sauce  are 
complementary  which  is  just  like  a  good  host  and 
a  good  guest.  We  use  light  instead  of  heavy 
sauce,  so  the  eater  can  still  enjoy  the  flavor  of  the 
food,”  he  said. 

“What  are  the  favorite  dishes  in  your 
restaurant?  And  are  there  any  different  prefer¬ 
ences  between  your  American  customers  and 
Chinese  customers?” 

“Yes,  they  have  quite  different  prefer¬ 
ences.  For  example,  Chinese  customers  prefer 
sea  food  such  as  lobster  and  shrimp.  However, 
American  customers  prefer  dry  white  meat  such 
as  chicken.  Generally  speaking,  Chef’s  Special 
Fish  (Sole)  and  poached  sea  conches  with  ginger 
&  scallion  are  Chinese  customers’  favorites,  and 
orange  sauce  chicken  and  various  kinds  of  diced 
chicken  are  American  customers’  favorites.” 

It  was  almost  four  o’clock.  Looking 
around,  I  was  the  only  guest  left.  Soon  it  would 
be  dinner  time  and  Otto  would  be  busy  again.

Fast  food  is  easy  to  find.  In  Boston, 
there  are  lots  of  pizza  places,  burger  houses  or 
quick-lunch  counters,  where  you  can  eat  some¬ 
thing  quick  and  leave  soon.  But  if  you  want  to 
take  your  time  to  eat  for  pleasure,  and  taste  some 
exotic  food,  then  Istanbul  Cafe  may  be  worth 
trying.  It’s  a  four-month  old  Turkish  restaurant  in 
downtown  Boston,  whose  appealing  menu  has 
already  been  discovered  by  officials  working  at 
the  State  House,  which  is  only  a  block  away. 

“Despite  their  short  lunch  break,  they 
enjoy  the  big  lunch  here  and  never  leave  without 
having  their  Turkish  coffee,”  says  the  owner  of 
the  restaurant,  Huseyin  Akgun,  as  he  describes 
the  heavily  populated  lunch  time. 

After  working  many  years  at  a  pizza 
restaurant  in  Baden,  Switzerland,  Akgun  now 
has  his  own  place,  serving  his  own  food.  The 
Turkish  kitchen,  together  with  the  Chinese  and 
the  French,  holds  the  honor  of  having  the 
world’s  most  flavored  and  richest  food.  And 
Istanbul  Cafe,  with  its  subtle  and  varied  array  of 
Turkish  dishes,  is  now  carrying  this  fame  to 
Boston. 

On  October  29,  1994,  the  day  of  the  71st 
anniversary  of  the  Turkish  Republic,  Akgun  wel¬ 
comed  a  large  group  of  Turkish  students  in  his 
cozy  restaurant.  With  some  popular  Turkish 
songs  on,  he  served  the  most  famous  Turkish 
dishes  to  the  students,  to  cool  down  their  longing 
for  home-cooked  food. 

"This  food  tastes  exactly  like  my  mom’s,” 
says  Ayse,  a  Turkish  student  while  she  is  having 
her  fourth  dolma.  Dolma  is  a  very  quick-going 


vegetable  dish  among  Akgun’s  customers,  which 
is  made  of  grape  leaves  stuffed  either  with  minced 
meat  or  with  rice. 

Eggplant  salad,  pale,  creamy  eggplant 
mixed  with  tomatoes,  peppers,  and  garlic,  and 
Turkish  potato  pancakes,  named  as  palates  koftesi 
a  mass  of  hot  mashed  potatoes,  are  also  worth  try¬ 
ing.  More  appealing,  though,  is  sigara  boregi,  del¬ 
icate  golden  scrolls  of  phyllo  stuffed  with  feta 
cheese  and  panfried  until  golden  brown.  Sigara 
boregi  goes  well  with  ayran,  the  traditional 
Turkish  drink,  which  is  a  mixture  of  yogurt  with 
water  and  some  salt. 

“I’ll  tell  you,  the  Turks  believe  in  oil,” 
says  Akgun,  while  he  is  holding  a  large  plate  of 
green  beans,  cooked  in  olive  oil,  flavored  with 
tomatoes  on  top. 

Among  the  entrees,  kebabs  are  the  high¬ 
light.  The  two  best  featuring  lamb  are  adana 
kebab ,  hand-chopped  and  seasoned  with  red  pep¬ 
per,  and  the  sis  kebab,  succulent  cubes  of  marinat¬ 
ed,  wood-grilled  baby  lamb.  Both  come  with  pita 


and  an  excellent  salad  of  raw  onions,  tomato  and 
parsley.  Pilav  —  the  Turkish  way  of  calling  pilaf 
—  accompanies  almost  all  of  the  meat  dishes. 
Turks  don't  steam  rice,  they  cook  it  with  butter 
and  meat  broth  and  sometimes  season  it  with 
pinenuts,  currants,  herbs  and  liver. 

When  it  comes  to  desserts,  baklava  and 

kadayif  are  the  two  main  sweets  of  Turkish  cui¬ 
sine.  They  are  popular  throughout  the  Middle 
East,  but  are  essentially  of  Turkish  origin.  They 
are  made  of  layers  of  dough  soaked  in  syrup 
and  served  with  walnuts  or  pistachio. 

To  finish  your  meal,  the  world  famous 
Turkish  coffee  is  a  must.  It  is  served  as  plain, 
medium  sweet  or  very  sweet. 

“Turkish  coffee  is  like  the  final  scene  at 
a  theater.  You  can  not  miss  it,”  says  Akgun. 

Like  a  Chinese  meal  which  ends  with  fortune 
cookies,  a  Turkish  meal  also  ends  with  some 
fortune  telling.  If  you  dine  with  Turkish  friends, 
one  of  them  looks  at  your  fortune  by  examining 
the  remains  of  your  coffee  cup.

The  Thai  food  craze  hit  the  United  States 
several  years  ago  and  it  hasn’t  lost  steam  yet. 
There  are  many  Thai  restaurants  in  Boston  most 
of  which  serve  good  food  in  a  friendly,  clean 
atmosphere. 

The  tastes  of  authentic  Thai  cooking  are 
difficult  to  duplicate  without  the  exact  ingredients 
which  are  hard  to  find  in  America.  In  this  respect 
Bostonians  are  lucky  to  have  hundreds  of  ethnic 
markets  scattered  throughout  the  city,  concentrat¬ 
ed,  of  course,  in  Chinatown. 

There  is  also  a  line  of  ready-to-use  Thai 
seasonings  that  are  excellent.  They  are  sold  at 
most  supermarkets  that  have  an  ethnic  food  sec¬ 
tion  under  the  brand  name  Taste  of  Thai.  These 
are  very  authentic  tasting  and  come  with  easy  to 
follow  recipes  on  the  back.  But  be  careful,  Thai 
food  is  sometimes  very  spicy  so  you  may  want  to 
add  the  seasoning  packet  slowly  and  taste  test  as 
you  go  along!  Also,  don’t  be  afraid  to  vary  the 
recipes  since  almost  any  vegetable  or  meat  you 
like  can  be  cooked  Thai  style. 

If  you  are  not  in  the  mood  to  try  your 
hand,  you  can  always  go  out  since  there  are  many 
I  hai  restaurants  in  the  Boston  area.  The  many 
different  types  of  curry  on  the  menu  are  one  char¬ 


acteristic  of  Thai  cooking.  The  curry  can  be 
red,  green  or  yellow  and  each  has  its  own  dis¬ 
tinct  flavor.  Red  curry  is  usually  quite  hot. 
Green  curry  has  more  herbs  added  and  some¬ 
times  a  little  lime  juice.  Yellow  curry  has  a 
strong  cumin  flavor.  In  addition,  you  can’t 
discuss  Asian  food  without  getting  into  “the 
great  rice  debate”  about  which  country  pro¬ 
duces  the  best  rice.  I  must  admit,  I  cast  my 
vote  for  Thai  rice  every  time.  Thailand  is 
often  called  “the  rice  bowl  of  Asia”  because  it 
leads  the  region  in  rice  production  each  year. 
Also,  many  Chinese,  Vietnamese  and 
Japanese  cooks  prefer  to  use  Thai  Jasmine 
rice. 

When  it  is  cooked,  Jasmine  rice  has  a 
sweet  smell  that  is  very  different  from  any 
other  type  of  rice.  It  is  also  slightly  stickier 
than  most  rice.  Other  countries  have  tried  to 
grow  Jasmine  rice  but  it  doesn’t  have  as 
much  perfume  as  Thai  rice  probably  because 
of  different  soil  and  geographic  conditions. 

An  added  attraction  for  Westerners  is 
that  Thai  people  eat  using  a  fork  and  spoon. 
So  if  you  are  not  exactly  an  expert  with  chop 
sticks  don’t  worry.  You  hold  the  spoon  in 
your  right  hand  and  the  fork  in  your  left. 

Then  use  the  back  of  the  fork  to  push  a  bite 
of  food  onto  the  spoon.  The  spoon  goes  in 
your  mouth  and  the  fork  stays  clean.  Easy! 

Feel  hungry  now?  Get  some  Thai  food 
and  enjoy  your  meal! 


The  sauce 

*  1/2  medium  cup  of  plain  yogurt 

-  3  minced  garlics 

-  1/2  tea  spoon  salt 

For  the  sauce,  pound  garlic  with  salt. 
Combine  it  with  yogurt  and  mix  it  until  it  gets 


creamy. 

Mix  grated  zucchini  with  chopped 
onions,  parsley  and  dill.  Squeeze  the  mixture  to 
drain  its  juice.  Mix  smashed  cheese,  scrambled 
eggs  and  flour  in  another  cup.  Combine  all 
ingredients  in  a  bowl  and  beat  with  mixer  or 
whisk  until  smooth.  Put  some  oil  on  skillet 
over  moderate  heat.  Pour  some  of  the  mixture, 
and  tilt  pan,  so  a  thin,  round  layer  is  formed. 
Brown  on  one  side,  turn  and  brown  other  side. 
Serve  with  yogurt  sauce  on  top.

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IPho  Fasteur 
Saigon  Soup  to 
Sauce  with  Muts

V  ietnamese  food  has  been  gaining 
popularity  over  several  years  and  the  Boston 
area  hosts  lots  of  places  to  try  this  interesting 
style  of  cooking.  Pho  Pasteur  Restaurant  is  one 
of  the  easiest  Vietnamese  restaurants  to  find 
since  there  are  three  of  them  in  Boston.  So 
there’s  probably  one  near  by,  no  matter  what 
part  of  the  city  you  are  in. 

All  of  the  Pho  Pasteur  restaurants  are 
owned  by  the  Le  family  who  came  to  Boston 
from  Vietnam  in  1987.  Their  first  restaurant 
was  Pho  Pasteur  I  on  Kneeland  Street  in 
Chinatown.  Since  then  they  have  opened  two 
more,  one  on  Washington  Street  and  another  on 
Brighton  Avenue.  All  of  them  have  met  great 
success  and  in  fact  the  newest  restaurant,  on 
Brighton  Avenue,  has  recently  expanded  to 
accommodate  the  Friday  and  Saturday  night 
crowds  that  frequently  form  a  line  out  the  door. 

Part  of  the  success  of  Vietnamese  food 
is  thanks  to  the  health  craze  in  the  United 
States.  It  is  generally  lighter  than  other  Asian 
food  because  the  recipes  use  much  less  oil,  no 
coconut  milk  and  lots  of  fresh,  raw  vegetables. 
The  most  popular  Vietnamese  dish  is  a  distinct 
type  of  noodle  soup.  In  fact,  the  original  Pho 
Pasteur  restaurant  on  Kneeland  Street  only 
serves  noodle  soup.  But  don’t  think  this  means 
a  limited  selection,  because  the  menu  lists  over 
fifty  different  variations  ! 


Vietnamese  cooking  emphasizes  the  fresh, 
clean  tastes  of  the  ingredients.  It  is  not  character¬ 
ized  by  strong  flavors  like  Thai,  Chinese  or  Indian 
food.  Many  Vietnamese  dishes  are  steamed  to 
preserve  the  fresh  flavors  of  the  food.  This 
includes  the  spring  rolls  which  are  delicious! 

Noodle  soup  can  be  found  in  every  Asian 
country,  each  with  its  own  style.  The  most  popu¬ 
lar  item  on  the  Pho  Pasteur  menu  is  a  bowl  of  this 
traditional  soup.  Your  soup  can  be  made  with 
chicken,  beef,  pork,  tofu  or  seafood.  You  also 
choose  whether  to  have  white  rice  noodles  or  yel¬ 
low  wheat  noodles.  Every  bowl  includes  fresh 
basil  leaves,  crisp  bean  sprouts  and  spring  onions. 
When  it’s  served,  you  can  add  a  squeeze  of  fresh 
lime,  a  couple  of  small  green  peppers  and  what 
ever  sauces  vou  like. 

In  addition  to  the  noodle  soups,  Pho 
Pasteur  II  and  III  also  serve  a  full  menu.  One  of 
my  favorites  is  the  Vietnamese  Salad.  It  is  a  bed 
of  noodles  topped  with  poached  shrimp  or 
chicken  and  fresh  mint,  basil,  shredded  carrots, 
cucumbers,  peanuts  and  spring  onions  and  a 
special  sauce.  Excellent! 

The  exotic  fruit  shakes  are  best.  They  are  made 
with  tropical  fruits  like  jack  fruit,  pineapple, 
durian,  rambutan  and  lychee.  There  are  also 
two  shakes  made  with  vegetables.  One  is 
made  with  green  beans  and  one  with  avocado. 
Both  of  these  are  sweetened  and  have  a  really 
interesting  flavor.  Some  of  the  most  inter¬ 
esting  beverages  I  have  ever  tried  are  on  the 
Pho  Pasteur  menu.  There  are  different  types  of 
Vietnamese  coffee  which  is  very  strong  like 
espresso.  It  is  served  with  or  without  sweet¬ 
ened  condensed  milk  and  is  good  hot  or  cold. 


The  entire  Le  family  works  in  their 
restaurant  and  employs  many  Vietnamese  stu¬ 
dents  so  service  is  very  polite.  If  you  are  not 
an  adventurous  eater  but  would  like  to  try 
some  Asian  cooking,  Vietnamese  food  is  a 
good  one  to  start  with.  The  flavors  are  very 
subtle  so  there  is  little  chance  that  you  will  feel 
overwhelmed  bv  the  taste.
